Under the 
tentative plan which is being worked out 
by Governor Smith, however, the prin- 
ciple of State regulation of transit lines 
would be recognized and the regulatory 
powers of the Transit Commission trans- 
ferred to the Public Service Commission. 
All functions now performed by the 
Transit Commission in connection with 
the planning and construction of new 
transit lines would be recognized as city 
functions. and shifted to the Board of 
Estimate or some agency created by the 
city for the purpose of taking over this 
work. .

Pennsylvania Chocolate Manu- 
facturer Transfers His 
Entire. Wealth. 





KEPT DEED SECRET 5 YEARS 


Industrial School Which He 
Founded in 1909 Will ‘Be’ 
Greatly Expanded. 


INSTITUTION AT HIS HOME 


He Was a Poor Boy on the Farm 
Where He Has Developed a 
Great Industry.

HARRISBURG, Pa.,. Nov. 8.—Milton 
8S. Hershey, multimillionaire candy 
manufacturer, head of the Hershey 
Chocolate Company at Hershey, near 
Harrisburg, and its fifteen constituent 
companies, has placed his entire wealth 
in trust for the Hershey Industrial 
School at that place. 

Mr. Hershey today authorized a state- 
ment regarding the transfer of stock of 
the sixteen companies, conservatively 
estimated, with the plants which they 
operate, as going concerns at $60,000,000, 
in the name of the school, which is an 
orphanage that he founded in 1909. The 
actual transfer was made in 3918, but 
it was not until this. week that even the: 
people of Hershey knew of the it 
is believed that next: to~Girerd 
the school is the richest of its kind in 
America. 

The chocolate manufacturer authorized 
his: chief counsel, John HB. Snyder. of 
Lancaster, to tell the details of his plans. 
_ Mr. Hershey started life.as a poor boy 
on the farm where his industrial school 
is now situated. According to Mr. Sny- 
der, he conceived the idea of the orphan- 
age-atout. the time his immense choco- 
late pic..t cad iis town of Hershey 
were taking shape in 1903. Prior to 
that he had bought hundreds of acres of 
land round about where the town of 
Hershey stands, and near the centre of 
these acres stood the old Hershey home- 
stead which he bought in 1896, 

Owned Virtually All the Stock. 

Practically all of the stock in all of 
the companies was.owned by Mr. 
Hershey. All were thriving concerns by 
18, fifteen years after the chocolate 
company was made the cantre of the 
industrial community at Hershey. It 
was in that year that the owner reached 
the conclusion that he had perfected 
his plan as far as he could except for 
future development as the business 
grew. 

Then, as today, all profits went into 
the business, except for the bonuses 
paid to the employes. Mr. Hershey, 
teng before Henry Ford began bonus 
payments, it is said, was giving his 
workers 10 per cent. based on their an- 


quarterly dividends which run as high 
as 23 per cent. of their wages. 

In 1908, he with Mrs. Catherine 8. 
Hershey, his wifé, who died a few years 
ago in Piiladelphia, filed a certificate 
of incorporation of the school and a 
deed of the old homestead to the school 
in the Dauphin County Court House. 
The certificate, which attracted no at- 
tention then, provides for a@ trust estate 
and was so drawn that provision for 
the action taken later was then made.

BERLIN, Friday, Nov. 9%.— ‘The 
National Government is determined 
to fight against the -procilaimed 
dictatorship ‘in Bavaria,” President 
Ebert and Chancellor Stresemann an- 
nounced to the German people in a 
proclamation issued at 1. o'clock this 
morning. 

The Chancellor and President branded 
Herr Hittler as a foreigner, who had 
only recently became a naturalized cit!- 
zen and declared that his followers were 
traitors, who were bringing Germany to 
‘ruin. They called on every true citizen 
to support the national Government. 

The. full text. of the proclamation is 
as follows: 

“In the time of Germany’s, danger, 

both from within and without, crazed 
persons have begun a policy which can 
only lead to the ruin of Germany. 
“In Munich armed bands have over- 
thrown the ‘Bavarian Cabinet, arrested 
Premier von Knilling and established a 
‘national Government.’ They have named 
Chief of the so-called national army, and 
Herr Hitler, who only a short time ago 
became a German citizen to ‘become 
leader of Germany.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—‘‘Reports have re- 
cently been current,” says the London 
Times, “that Henri Berenger, reporter 
on the Budget in the French Senate, has 
stated that France is prepared to lend 
one and a half milliards of francs (about 
£20,000,000) to the Little Entente. - 

It is of interest to note in this con- 
nection that credits to the extent of 
800,000,000 francs had already been 
voted by the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties in course of this year to certain 
countries in the east and south of 
Burope. On February 15, 400,000,000 
francs. were voted to Poland, on May 
29, 100,000,060 to Roumania and on July 
12,300,000,000 to Yugoslavia. 

“It is understood that these credits 
have not been taken in the form of cash 
payments, but that they are being used 


po the purchase of war material be- 
longing to the French Government or 
manufactured in France.

Holders Must Allow Federal, State 
and City Officers to Enter 
Premises at Will.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.— Treasury 
Department officials indicated today 
that Congress would be asked during 
the next session. to vote an appropria- 
tion for the extension of the Coast 
Guard Service so that a more efficient 
‘Tight might be put up against rum- 
runners along the Atlantic seaboard. 

Additional vessels will be needed, and, 
while no sum was nameéd, the request 
may be for from $3,000,000. to $5,000,000. 

Permits for the withdrawal of liquor 
for medicinal and other non-beyerage 
purposes will, after Nov. 15, be granted 
only on the understanding that the 
places of business of permittees will be 
open to the inspection of all Federal 
agents and State, county and municipal 
officers, including policemen, whose 
duty it is to assist in the enforcement 
of the prohibition laws, according to an 
announcement made tonignt by Prohi- 
bition Commissioner Haynes. 

The further stipulation is made that 
refusal to permit such inspection shall 
be considered ound for citation for 
revocation of e license under which 
the permittee operates. 

Whether Mr. ee would entertain 
serious difficulty in enforcing this edict 
was a. subject of debate by some of 
those who studied his announcement. 
The ruling apparently would preclude 
the need of search warrants or other 
—_ procedure by the authorities. 

he announcement was made after

Dr. Fred B. Johnston, Chief of Staff 
to Emperor Simmons, who returned 
from’ Birmingham with his superior to- 
day, also issued a statement in which 
he declared he had gone to Birmingham 
to guard the Emperor because of a 
“reliable tip’’ that Simmons was to be 
removed ‘‘via the murder roUte.’”” He 
said that numerous telephone calls had 
threatened the lives of Simmons, E. Y. 
Clarke, Imperial] Giant, and himself, 
and that a bodyguard had accompanied 
Simmons home on the train. 

Peace warrants against three of 
Evans's aides, dismissed here yesterday 
when Johnston failed to appear in court, 
will be reissued if the necessity arises, 
Johnston said, The warrant against 
Wizard Evans stands.

The trouble with the treaty, if it is 
to have trouble, comes from other 
causes. By the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in. the steamship cases 
the carrying of liquors sealed as sea 
stores through our territorial waters 
is ‘ prohibited transportation and im- 
“portation in the sense of the 
*“ Amendment and the act.’’ That 
court held in the case of a provision 
of the treaty of 1853 between the 
United States and France that “ it is 
** not within the competence of either 
“Congress or the treaty-making 
“* power to modify or restrict the oper- 
** ation of any provision of the Con- 
“ stitution of the United States.” But 
the Volstead act permits, and has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court in 
permitting, the transportation of 
liquor through the Panama Canal. 
That doesn’t violate the sense of the 
Amendment. Mr. Huaugs, whose 
knowledge and authority nobody can 
question, and who has had the advan- 
tage of having been an Associate Jus- 
tice, must have found a sure way of 
bringing sealed liquors through the 
territorial waters of the United States 
and within its ports and harbors 
without injury to the sense of the 
Amendment.

HUNGER IN GERMANY. 

Reports from Germany indicate in- 
creasing food riots and demoralization 
following the destruction of the mark. 
‘This was inevitable. It was foreseen 
by persons familiar with the events in 
France during and after the French 
Revolution when ¢urrency was de- 
préciated to a vanishing point. There, 
as in Germany today, one of the worst 
effects was the misery brought upon 
the working people and persons of 
fixed incomes or small means in the 
cities as a result of the shortage of 
food. There, as in. Germany today, 
and asin Russia during the first two 
years of communism, the farmers 
were reluctant to part with their 
produce except for something o?* real 
value. Efforts to te the prices 
of food and to force the farmers to 
bring their produce to the cities failed. 


thing except the real cause, and as 
more paper money was issued condi- 
tions became worse and worse. 

So is it now in Germany. Inasmuch 
as the crops have been good, there is 
no reason to believe that the farming 
population -will not be able to. live 
through the Winter as comfortably as 
heretofore. But in the cities there 
will be suffering, owing at once to- the 
‘lack of adequate exchange valtes, to 
the reluctance of the farmers to-part 
with their produce, and to the break- 
down of the system of food distribu- 
tion. Under these conditions pillaging 
is certain. Nothing, perhaps, . better 
brings home the utter tragedy of a 
great war so much as the suffering 
of children and of women through 
social disorganization for which they 
are in no way to.blame. To relieve 
this suffering American charity will 
undoubtedly contribute freely: 

Yet the need of charitable ald for 
children is not an in@ication that 
Germany is bankrupt. Rather is the 
country ‘utterly demoralized, bringing 
about a situation which requires aid 
from outside, Germany’s wealth is 
still there. ~Her productive capacity 
remains unimpaired., Given a stable

It is proof/of present financial 
chaos rather than of diminished wealth 
or power of production. 

. American charity has come to the 
rescue of starving children in Austria 
and Russia.

But it will do so with open 
eyes, on humanitarian rather than 
political grounds, realizing’ that the 
condition is a present one rather than 
@ problem related to Germany's for- 
eign policy.

A JUDGE FOR “ DEUTSCH-AMERI- 
KANERTUM.” 


Yesterday's New Yorker Staata- 
Zeitung dutifully sapg its song of tri- 
umph over the election of Mr. Hart- 
TING on Tuesday as Judge of the 
Supreme Court in this district. Here 
was a worthy representative of the 
German element in our citizenship. 
He failed of endorsement by the Bar 
Association, but the call had gone out 
to all ‘'German-Americans to rally to 
his support, in order to show their 
political strength and to win “a bril- 
**Hant victory for Americanism of 
ny German origin.’’ In its enthusiasm, 
the Staats-Zeitung forgets to mention 
the fact that Judge HaTTING ran some 
7,000 or 8,000 votes behind most of 
his. colleagues on the Democratic 
ticket, although he had the tactical 
advantage of having his name drawn 
by lot to be placed at the ‘head of 
the ballot. : f 

Such a trifle is not allowed to in- 

terfere with the notable demonstra- 
tion which the German-Americans 
rmade on Tuesday, that in union there 
is strength. ‘* Kinigkeit macht 
stark;’’ as the Staats-Zeitung ex- 
presses it. Its readers must have 
been left wondering why this extraor- 
dinary powér of German-American 
unity did not show itself in the case 
of \the other representative of 
“ Deutschturh ” nominated for the 
Supreme Court. The astute Koenig- 
Hearst alliance put forward Mr. 
Bucuner for the precise purpose of 
winning German-American votes. But 
this unfortunate candidate polled only 
58,000, as against 125,000 for a 
mere unhyphenated American like Mr. 
INGRAHAM, who may, for all we know, 
have been violently anti-German dur- 
ing the war. 
“No one will blame the Staats- 
Zeitung for playing for its own hand. 
But. the general principle underlying 
its amusing paean over the election of 
a German-American Judge is one that 
has’ always been repugnant to sound 
American tradition, and is doubly so. 
now. We want no race distinctions 
thrust into our politics. Above all, in 
the election of Judges we must desire 
to rule out every kind of special appeal 
to any body of foreign-born voters. 
Whether American citizens be of Ger- 
man. or Italian or Irish or Polish de- 
scent, they are entitled, of course, to 
keep alive the sympathies which came 
to them with their blood; but the 
formation of little foreign colonies in 
the United States, each clamoring for 
political recognition, and each promis- 
ing a solid ‘* vote’’ with a foreign 
mark upon it, in case a candidate is 
of this, that or the other strain from 
abroad, ‘is intolerable from the point 
of view of true American citizenship, 
and ought to be frowned upon and 
rebuked at every fit occasion. No 
occasion could be more fit than glori- 
fication ofan American Judge simply 
because he is of foreign extraction.

SPAIN’S TRIBUTE TO HER 
CAPTAINS. 

A memorial designed by GoNnzaLEz 
Poiar to perpetuate the sacrifices of 
the Spanish Navy at Cavite and San- 
tlago willbe unveiled today at Carta- 
gena in the presence of King ALronso. 
The cause was lost. but not inglori- 
ously. Both sea battles were fought 
against hopeless odds. The Spaniards 
displayed heroism of a high order. In 
the bay a squadron will fire a salute 
to the honor of the defeated, and Josz 
Riera, chaplain of the cruiser Colon, 
‘will pronounce a benediction. To Am- 
bassador Moorm and Major Campsst. 
B. Hopass, the American Military At- 
taché, who are to represent the United 
States at Cartagena. today, it will be a 
pleasant memory that this nation hon- 
ored Cervera and MoNToJo in the day 
when the stars in their courses did not 
fight for Spain. To the American peo-

F. E. Cxapwicx, in his book upon the 
Spanish war, says of Cervera’s defeat: 
The ‘was only what, could have 
been from the’ superiority’ of 
the Americans in mumbers,. armor 
and armament, but above ali in prac- 
tice and preparedness. Some Spanish 
guns and_ammunition were defective 
and the latter scant; there had been 
no target practice. : 
At Cavite, ,Mowtoso’s ships had 
neither mobility nor formidable bat- 
teries, but he quixotically took up a 
position to save Manila from the 
enemy’a fire. Admiral CuapwickK says 
that Monroso in accepting battle 
wholly unsupported by the shore de- 
fenses of Manila abandoned his only 
hope of escaping defeat. The issue 
might have been different in the low 
state of Dewrr’s ammunition if Mon- 
Toso had had the Manila fortifications 
at his back. ‘‘ The going to almost 
certain destruction at. Cavite,’’ says 
CuapWwick, “was but another sacri- 
** fice to pundonor, such as that taken 
“im sending Cervera’s ships to the 
“ Caribbean.’” The conditions the 
Spaniards imposed on their inferior 
squadron in no way detract from the 
credit due the American Admiral for 
his initiative and brilliant tactics. It 
was to be supposed that the Spaniards 
had mined Boca Grande (as a matter 
of fact Monroso had no mines to lay), 
and the range of the Manila guns had 
to be reckoned with. As soon as he 
discovered the Spanish squadron 
Dewey closed in on it. “He did his 
work,’’ says the British naval special- 
ist, H. W. Wixson, “ without a trace 
of doubt or hesitation.” The Spanish 
ships were all sunk or set on fire by 
rapid gunfire.. During the fighting 
Monrtoso had to shift his flag from the 
sinking Maria Cristina to the little 
Isla de Cuba. He, like Cervera, sur- 
vived the action. Valor and constancy 
made these captains worthy of being 
honored by the memorial at Car- 
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MORE AMATEUR ETHICS. 

It is not strange that so many stu- 
dents look on athletics as the real 
business of college life. Certainly it 
is the best preparation for life after 
college. The athietes get the moral 
stiffening; ‘the managers acquire early 
experience in handling money; and 
even the Faculty supervisors, it ap- 
pears, find their job the best of possi- 
ble training schools for the honorable 
and lucrative profession of» heresy 
gmelling. Nowhere are the nostrils 
more keenly trained to discover ‘the 
slightest scent of corruption than in 
the search for constructive profession- 
alism in college athletics; and no- 
where are they more quickly anes- 
thetized to smells. which, though 
noisome enough, do not happen to be 
offensive under the rules of the game. 

The latest victim is Mr. E. C. 
Gerser, tackle on the Wisconsin foot- 
ball team, who has just been declared 
ineligible on the ground of profession- 
alism and duly cast into outer dark- 
ness. Mr. Gerssr, it seems, had spent 
a@ year in college when the war called 
him abroad. .When he got out of the 
army he had his living to make, and 
the scoundrel—chose to make it by 
teaching swimming in a Y¥. M. C. A. 
If he had chosen to push a broom with 
the street cleaners, or swing a pick 
with a section gang, or drive a truck, 
he would have been without taint; so 
he would if he had preferred to earn 
his keep by cataloguing Hebrew 
manuscripts or acting as a tutor in 
calculus... But since he took money for 
teaching swimming he is a profes- 
sional, unfit to associate with the spot- 
less amateurs of the Wisconsin team 
or to play against the equally spotless 
amateurs of Wisconsin’s Conference 
rivals. 

Logically, of course, this . policy 
tends to restrict membership on col- 
lege teams to men whose fathers are 
able to pay their way; which would 
create a class distinction abhorrent to 
American life. Fortunately, most col- 
leges feel that it is unwise to be too 
logical about it. There are many 
ways in which college students can 
earn money during the college course. 
At every college there are some jobs 
which pay very well indeed, for very 
little work; ahd at most colleges, by a 
ctrious coincidence, these well-paid 
sinecures, which involve not the 
slightest suspicion of professionalism, 
will be found in the hands of athletes 
whose fathers sare unable to pay their 
way. 

‘Whether it is so at Wisconsin we do 
not know. But Mr. Gerser néed not 
look very far among other colleges to 
discover that professionalism, like

hydrogen,,.in which there is one planet 
electron or “carth moon,” is but a 
“ million-million-millionth ”.* of the 
smallest weighable speck of matter, 
and that the whole of the vast cosmos’ 
is composed of such atoms, each of 
which is itself a miniature solar sys- 
tem, even the conception of creation of 
the individual creatures is far less 
wonderful. 

Lucretius, the poet-philosopher, in 
whose writings are to be found early 
previsions of the atomic theory, used 
as his-motto, “Consider the work of 
the atoms.’’ He himself pictured 
crudely the combination of two atoms 
of hydrogen and one of oxygen, 
hooked together in the molecule of 
water. But neither he nor physicists 
nor chemists until this last century 
thought of the atom as other than the 
smallest, indivisible basic particle of 
matter entering into the making of 
the molecular and ponderable sub- 
stances. Now we are aware that the

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REFORM OF FOOTBALL. 


Game Said to Be Seriously Inter- 
fering With College Work. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


between the chief universities have 
made it necessary to provide~seating 
a dations for so many spectators 
that the financial problems have .be- 
come too complex for the undergrad- 
uate to handle without devoting entirely 
too much time and energy to these 
transactions. It has become necessary 
to call upon experts to direct the 
process of collecting and distributing 
the large sums of rhoney received from 
the sale of tickets. This has had the 
result of building up a complex. buat- 
ness organization in order to make it 
possible for the games to be played. In 
some instances, on account of the finan- 
cial income derived from football, the 
other major sports in the colleges and 
universities to a considerable extent 
have become financially dependent upon 
the success of the football teams, 

Another undesirable result of the 
great prominence now given to the game 
has been the introduction of what 
amounts to a professional spirit into the 
organization of the teams and the play- 
ing of the game. The initiative prac- 
tically has been taken away from the 
undergraduate students and rests 
largely with the high-safhried coaches. 
The latter decide the kind of game to 
be played, select the members of the 
team and leave’ little to the under- 
graduate captain to determine. These 
methods to a large extent are /very 
similar to*the policy and tactics adopted 
in professional - baseball. 

Not only has the organization required 
for training the team become unneces- 
sarily complex, but this complexity of 
organization. is extendcd so as ‘to in- 
clude the students who are spectators. 
The latter have little chpice or initiative 
even.in giving expression to their spon- 
taneous interest and enthusiasm and 
must do as the cheer leaders instruct 
them. Organized emotional demonstra- 
tions, while amusing and interesting to 
spectators, often exhibit many of the 
signs of hysteria. ; . 

Although the strain on the members 
of the team does not do harm to a boy 
or young, man who is in good physical 
condition and emotionally well balanced, 
it is not difficult to find instances where 
players haye suffered serious and per- 
manent injury from the effects of the 
game: At present not enough care is 
taken to determine whether a student's 
nervous system is in condition to jus- 
tify his playing in. match games. 

The. indirect effects of football as 
played at present both in universities 
and in schools has a decided influence 
in giving a good many students a false 
sense of perspective of the real value of 
sports. On account of the intense enio- 
tional reactions both among the play- 
ers and spectators. ideas. become fixed 
ahd a subsequent readjustment often 
does not take place. A good many etu- 
dents remain at the football level not 
only during their college course, but 
aftér graduation and, failing to acquire 
any genuine intellectual interests, do not 
develop mentally. 

Something should and can be done to 
make football more of a sport and less 
of a profession. The influence respon- 
sible for the absurd importance attached 
to the game is one of the factors that 
is making it very difficult for our uni- 
versities to live up to the reputations 
they assumed when they decided they 
were ‘no longer colleges. 

Football has been allowed to drift into 
® position of such prominence that it. 
has a decided influence today not only 
upon most of the other sports, but also 
upon the academic life and interests. 
As long as football occupies this posi- 
tion it will be increasingly difficult to 
secure funds to promote the intellectual 
activities of the universities,

NEW HAVEN, Nov. 8—In his third 
lecture at Yale today, Professor Niels 
‘Bohr of the University of Copenhagen, 
showed pictures of imaginary collissions 
between atoms and electrons, and ex- 
plained how the study of what happened 
when these minute particles of matter 
came together had confirmed his hy~- 
pothesis. He huried atoms ot mercury 
and atoms of hydrogen together, threw 
electrons at atoms—all this figuratively, 
of coursé—and analyzed the results as 
recorded in measurements by delicate 
spectroscopic. instruments. 

Professor Bohr ajso explained how the 


study of spectral fines had enabled him | m 


to find out how atoms were built up on 
the general ‘scheme of the solar system, 
with electrons revolving around & 
nucleus like planets around a sun; how 
these minut lines: had made it possible 
to learn how the stars and other heaven- 
ly bodies were constituted; and how 
acientists were: sable to “play’’ with 
atoms, and to ‘‘bombard” atoms with 
electrons.

The purchase of the ancestral hore 
of John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams, second and sixth Presidents of 
the United States, at Flore, Northamp- 
tonshire, England, was announced yes- 
terday by the Board of Governors .of 
the Sulgrave Institution at a lunch- 
meeting at the Lawyers’ Club, 115 
Broadway. The Adams cottage is 
within ten miles of Sulgrave Manor, 
the home of George Washington's fore- 
bears 


The purchase price was $4,000 and the 
purchase was made possible through 
subscriptions from Charles Francis 
Adams of Boston, a direct descendant 
of John Adams, Larz Anderson, former 
Ambassador to Japan; George Wiggles- 
worth, an. Overseer of Harvard Uni- 
versity; Edward D. Adams, Edward S. 
Harkness, Rodman Wanamaker and 
Howard Heinz. 

The little one-story and attic build- 
ing with its thatched roof was built 
in the latter part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury and it still has ancient leaded 
window panes. It was from this little 
cottage that Henry Adams, direct fore- 
bear of two Presidents of the United 
States set out for Plymouth to embark 
for. America. The attention of . Sul- 
grave Institution was called to the cot- 
tage only recently by Arthur Brans- 
combe, writer and lecturer, who has 
been making a research into the ances- 
try of George Washington. 

After the departure of the Adams 
family the house became a Quaker 
meeting-house and in the garden which 
adjoins it lie buried 21 members of the 
Adams family. The graves are now 
overgrown and the. garden has been 
used of late times fora a vegetable gar- 
den. The institution intends to restore 
the cottage to its original otete ag use 
as a centre in connection with its work 
of promoting friendship among Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples.

NANSEN FEARS WAR 
IF GREECE IS NOT AIDED} - 


| Points Out the Danger When He 
Urges Americans to Contribate - 
to Refugee Relief Fand. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. €.—Speaking at 
a luncheon ‘given to him this afternoon 
by the American Friends of Greece, Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen, the High Commission- 
er of the League of Nations, wafned his 
hearers that every war of recent years 
had had its origin in the Balkan penin- 
sula, and that another war in which 
larger Huropean countries would be ig- 
volved might occur if Greece were not 
aided at this time. He said there were 
nations that were willing to take ad- 
vantage of Greece in her present plight. 
or in the ‘‘economic chaos’’ into which 
she would fall if not helped. 

‘Europe is in her darkest valley of 
distress, and no one knows the end,” 
he said. ‘‘The one bright star is the 
work of Amefican relief organizations. 
Perhaps the American people will not 
turn away from Hurope.” 

Dr. Nansen discussed the situation in 
Greece due to the influx of 1,250,000 
refugees from Asia Minor and Thrace 
and paid tribute to the American Red 
Cross for the work it. did in aiding the 
Greek Government in caring for these 
refugees up to June 30, with an ex- 
penditure of about $3,000,000. He re- 
ferred to the note sent by Secretary 
Hughes to the British, French and 
Itallan Governments, in which the Sec- 
retary said that, if a constructive plan 
could be worked out for the apportion- 
ment of the task and for the gradual 
solution of the refuges problem, the 
American relief organizations would be 
ready to co-operate after the withdraw- 
al of the Red Cross. 

Dr. Nansen said that the League of 
Nations had settled about 10,000 of 
these refugees in Western Thrace. some 
of them on agricultural lands and oth- 
ers in industrial enterprises. The experi- 
ment, he said, had been eminently suc- 
cessful, as the 10,000 had been made 
eel -oapporting. There remained, how- 
éver, more n 1,000,000 yet to be han- 
dl He explained that the interna- 
tional commission of which Henry Mor- 
anthau was the chairman was limited

ably.

GREENE ACCEPTS 
DOYLE RESIGNATION

Colonel Greene announced that he would 
not name a successor for a long time. 
Mr, Doyle is the fourth to resign of be 
dismissed from the departmént since the 
start of the investigation of alleged 


financial mismanagement in the Canal 
Bureau. 


In presenting his resignation Mr. 
Doyle said: 

“I am informed that plans are under 
way for reorganizing the department.
